Ea ch com mercia l line ha s its 
specially constructed code. 
Sev eral of 
these are Chica go inv entions, including 
one or tw o designed for ca hle telegra ph­ 
ing. 
The copyright of a popular code is 
a v aluable property. 
The one used most 
by grain speculators netted its owner a 
comjH tenet*. 
Not m a ny merca ntile con­ 
cerns own exclusiv e codes. Probably the 
most elal» orate commercia l code in the 
world is published in N ew Tork, a nd it is 
really a model of ingenuity. 
It conta ins 
100.000 words, dra wing tij» on ev ery la n­ 
gua ge in Europe. It is arra nged in tables 
in such a ma nner tha t a Chica go m er­ 
chant m a y com munica te through it with 
twenty or thirty European correspond­ 
ents, using practically a different cipher 
for each. Ha lf a dozen kinds of business, 
with their peculiar phrases and expres­ 
sions, are cov ered by this book, which it 
sold at $3 i a copy. * The milita ry cipher 
used bv the a rm y during the reWTiion. 
which eluded all*attempts by the Confed­ 
erates to fa th o m its secrets, wa s for ma ny 
v ears after the war used by a well known 
detectiv * a g e n c y.— Chicago News.

The Gaucho (gowcho) of the pampas 
is the most ¡nteresting character on the 
continent, 
lie is the descendant of the 
aristocratic Spanish don and the women 
of the Guarani race, a specie# unknown 
to a ny other part of the world, whose 
nearest likeness is the Bedouin of Arabia. 
H e is at once tiie most indolent and the 
most activ e of huma n being#, for when 
he is not in the saddle, dev ouring space 
on the back of a tireless bronco, ho is 
sleeping in apathetic indolence a mong 
hri mistrchses or ga mbling with 
his 
chums. 
Halt sa v a ge ami ha lf courtier, 
the Gaucho is as courteous as he is cruel, 
and will thrum an air on the na tiv e 
mandolin with the sa me ease and non­ 
chalance as he will murder a 
fellow 
being or slaughter a steer. 
H e recog­ 
nizes no law but his own will and the 
unwritten code of the ca ttle range, and 
all v iolations of this code are punished 
by ba nishment or death.
